2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to disclose or suggest a process for mixing and distributing a gas and a 
liquid within a chamber, wherein the liquid is injected into a gas passage from at least 
two orifices arranged so as to approximately face one another, wherein the Froude 
number is more than 0.5, when calculated by the equation as set forth in independent 
claim 1.
